Mr. Love, a resolution sending 
greetings to Tennessee over the elec- 
tion of Andrew Johnson to the Uni- 
ted States Senate. It heartily en- 
dorsed the election of Mr. Johnson, 
and declared the belief that this eleec- 
tion wasa glorious triumph of the 
cause of liberty. 

Mr. Kerr did not think this re o- 
lution was necessary nor could he 
endorse it. Andrew Johnson, at 
a time when North Carolina was en- 
gaged in battling in a cause she 
deemed right, was arrayed against 
her, and while he was willing to for- 
give this action, he could not thus 
take to his heart the man Jolmuson. 

Mr. Love said the people of his 
country, bordering on the ‘Tennessee 
line, knew Andrew Johnson; Ten- 
nessee was the daughter and Andrew 
Jobnson was the son of North Caro- 
lina, and he thought this resolution 
was appropriate and right. He could 
not endorse all that Mr. Johnson had 
done, but he had done much that 
should commend him to this peo- 
ple, and he hoped that this resolution 
would be adopted. : 

Mr. Mills opposed the resolution, 
for the reason that it did not become 
this Legislature to interfere with the 
selection of a United States Senator 
by the Legislature of ‘Tennessee. 

Mr. Standford did not approve of 
the resolution. He could not en- 
dorse any man whom he considered 
responsible for the death of Mrs. 
Surratt. 

Mr. Waring regretted the resolu- 
tion had been introduced. He stated 
that the skirts of Andrew Johnson 
had been cleared by investigation of 
any blame in the hanging of Mrs. 
Surratt, that the blame rested with 
the failure of the Judge Advocate 
of the Court Martial to furnish Mr. 
Johnson with papers he should have 
had, He was not an advocate of Mr. 
Johnson, ard he condemned much 
that he had done, but we could never 
forget the noble fight he made in 
1868-’69 for constitutional liberty. 
Yet he regretted the discussion of this 
question on the floor. 

Mr. LeGrand moved to table the 
whole question, which was done by 
a vote of 35 to 5.

AN IMPORTANT OPINION. 

We make no apology for surren- 
dering much of our space this morn- 
ing to the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Judge Cloud

CONGRESSIONAL FILLIBUS-

The National House of Repre- 
sentatives was engaged Monday in 
filibustering over the efforts of the 
Republican majority to prevent the 
Democrats from staying, by dilatory 
motions, the passage of the Civil 
Rights and other obnoxious meas- 
ures. It is evident, however, that 
the manly efforts of the Democratic 
minority will prove futile in the 
end, as only one vote was wanting 
on Monday to give the Radicals full 
control of the House, and as Sener, 
a Republican from Virginia, voted 
with the Democrats on that day, 
the latter cannot hope to hold much 
longer the power they have wielded 
the past two weeks. The Radicals, 
angered at the loss of the House on 
the 4th of March, seem determined 
to push through every measure to 
their advantage before that time 
shall arrive. 

The National Republican of Mon- 
day morning has this to say of the 
condition of affairs in the House 
and the great importance they bear 
to the country at large : 

“This will prove to be one of the 
most important days in the history 
of the House of Representatives since 
the war, and one of the most fortu- 
nate or unfortunate, as results may 
demonstrate, in the history of the 
Republican party. The action to be 
reached for the purpose of wresting 
from the Democracy the power to 
control legislation in a body that is 
overwhelmingly Republican has been 
made necessary by the obstinate fili- 
bustering of the minority, and is im- 
peratively demanded by the serious 
condition of affairs in the Southern 
States. 

The real point at issue is the loss or 
preservation to the Republican party 
of one hundred and thirty-eight elec- 
toral votes, which will possibly con- 
stitute the balance of power in the 
next Presidential election. 

The Democrats understand the sit- 
uation thoroughly, and will attempt 
to prevent such action by the major- 
ity as will enable the voters of the 
Southern States to exercise the right 
of suffrage under the safeguard of 
protection by the General Govern- 
ment. They know that if the present 
eondition of affairs in the South is 
continued, nearly if not quite all of 
those States may be safely counted 
upon to become Democratic within 
the next two years. Their efforts 
will accordingly be concentrated to 
revent any change iu that condi- 
on, 


Tur tax-paying citizens of Craven 
are seriously considering the ques- 
tion of issuing $200,000 worth of 
bonds in order to relieve the county 
of an indebtedness under which it 
is laboring. They are willing to 
issue these bonds, but are afraid for 
them to pass into the hands of the 
Radical county officials, lest they be 
misappropriated.

Cunvention. 


The Opinion of Chief Justice Pear- 
son in the Case of Cloud vs. Wil- 
The following opinion in the case 

of Judge Cloud vs. Judge Wilson, 

covering also the case of Judge 

Moore vs. Judge Hilliard, will be 

found of much interest to the gener- 

al public: 

People en re, Cloud vs. Wi!son. 


Ist. D. H. Starbuck,at the first elec- 
tiou after the adoption of the Consti- 
tution, was elected the Judge of the 
8th Judicial District ; he did not ac- 
cept the office and declined to quali- 
fy, thereforethe Governor appointed 
the relator to fill the vacancy. 

The question is was thisa vacancy 
which the Governor had the power 
to fill ? 

One of these conclusions must be 
adopted: 

lst. On the refusal of Mr. Starbuck 
to accept, the General Assembly had 
power to order a special election fora 
Judge of that District. In the ab- 
sence of agrant of this power to the 
General Assembly by the Constitu- 
tion, this conclusion must be rejec- 
ted. 

2nd. This is casus omissus in the 
Constitution,and that instument is so 
defective as to have provided no way 
to fill the office, sothat the adminis- 
tration of the law ir a judicial dis- 
trict must stop, should itso happen 
that the person elected Judge de- 
clines to accept or dies before he 
qualifies and takes out his commis- 
on. This conelusion must be rejec- 
ted. 

Srd. We adopt the conclusion that 
although Starbuck declined to ac- 
cept, and did not qualify and take 
his commission, a vacancy did oc- 
cur in the office; by an unexpected 
event, there was noone to fill the 
office; thus, for all practical purposes, 
the office was vacant, and it can 
make no difference whether Mr. 
Starbuck declined before, or the 
moment after he qualified, or wheth- 
er he was eligible to the office for 
taking it in either of the three ways, 
there was the same mischief. No one 
to administer the law in that judicial 
district, and to avoid this detriment 
to the public welfare, the power to 
fill vacancies is conferred upon the 
Goyernor. 

2. The act of 1873-’74, chapter 118, 
directs an election for judge in the 
Sth judicial district on the Ist Thurs- 
day in August 1874, which was a reg- 
ular election day for members of 
Congress, members of the General 
Assembly, and some other State offi- 
cers, and was also a regular election 
duy for the judges of the Superior 
Court belonging to the short term. 

Under this statute Mr. Wilson was 
elected by a vote of the people judge 
of the 8th judicial district. He qual- 
ified, and in spite of ¢the protestation 
of the relator, took possession of the 
office. The question is, had the 
General Assembly power toorder the 
election ? This depends upon the 
construction of act 4, sec. 31: ‘‘All 
vacancies occurring in the offices 
provided for by this article shall be 
filled by the appointment of the 
Governor, unless otherwise provided 
for, and the appointees shall hold 
their places until the next regular 
election.”’ 

It is settled that the words ‘‘other- 
wise provided for’? mean otherwise 
provided for by the constitution. 
Clark vs. Stanly, 66 N. C., 59 Peo- 
ple vs. Bledsoe, 68 N. C., 457. 

The question now is, what is the 
meaning of the words, ‘until the 
next regular election?’’ Taken by 
themselves, they are too indefinite 
to have any particular meaning; as 
they cannot stand alone,it is the pro- 
vince of the courts to find, by the 
rules of construction, other words to 
support them—that is, to find a defi- 
nite meaning. 

1. It is suggested, the addition of 
the words, ‘‘for members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly,’’ would fix a definite 
meaning. That is true, but what 
warrant is there for adding these 
words? We know of no rule of con- 
struetion to justify it; there is no 
association of ideas by which the 
election of judicial officers is con- 
nected with the election of members 
of the General Assembly ; there is as 
much, if not more, reason for making 
the sentence read, ‘‘until the next 
regular election for Justices of the 
Peace,’’ that being a judicial officer. 

It is unnecessary to say more upon 
this view of the question. Indeed, 
after the consideration of the matter 
which the appointment of Judge 
Cloud gave rise to in connection with 
the election for members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1872, the position 
has, by general consent, been aban- 
doned as untenable—was not pressed 
in the argument beforethis Court. 

2. It is suggested—the addition of 
the words, ‘‘for Judges of the Supe- 
rior Courts”’ will fix a definite mean- 
ing. This seems to have been the 
construction adopted by the General 
Assembly in the act above referred 
to. It is obvious, that the addition 
of those words so as to make the 
sentence read, ‘‘until the next regular 
election for Judges of the Superior 
Courts,’ does not meet the whole 
question ; for, the section under cor- 
sideration embraces all vacancies in 
the judicial department, except those 
otherwise provided for by the Consti- 
tution, and includes the Justices of 
the Supreme Court, Clerks of the 
Superior Courts and Solicitors, as 
well asthe Judges of the Superior 
Courts ; so, to make the sentence full, 
it must be made to read, “until the 
next regular election for Justices of 
the Supreme Court, in respect to 
vacancies occuring in the office of the 
Justice or of any one of the Associate 
Justices; for Clerks of the Superior 
Courts, in respect to vacancies occur- 
ing in the office of a Superior Court 
Clerk, and for Solicitors, in respect 
to vacancies occurring in respect to the 
office of a Solicitor, and for Judges of 
the Superior Courts in respect to 
vacancies oceurring in the oftice of a 
Superior Court Judge.”’ 

t would seem this was the con- 
struction adopted by the General 
Assembly in respect to Justices of 
the Supreme Court, from the omis- 
#10n to provide for the election of two 
Associate Justices of the Supreme 
Court, to take the place of two who 
now hold the office under the ap- 
pointment of the Governor, to fill 
vacancies, 

We think this construction the 
true one, in respect to Justices of the 
Supreme Court, Clerks of the Supe- 
rior Courts and Solicitors, because 
elections are to be held at one time 
for all cf the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, and so as to the Clerks and 
Solicitors respectively. But, in re- 


rd to the election of Judges of the 
uperior Courts, this is not the case. 
There is another section of Article 
IV which varies the question and 


calls for a change in the which 
itis suggested should be added section 


2%: The Judges of the Superior 


Co elected at the first election, 
this constitution, shall after 
their election, under the superin- 
tendance of the Justices of the Su- 
preme Court, be divided by lot into 
two equal classes, one of which shall 
hold office for four years and the 
other for eight years.’’ Here is an 
express provision by which the 
Judges of the Superior Courts are 
divided into two equal classes, one 
class to be elected every four years. 
Whether this provision will effect 
any important purpose, it is not for 
us to say, it is so ordained; and it is 
the duty of the Courts to give effect 
to it, and to see that it is not depart- 
ed from or evaded. No construction 
of the constitution can be sound 
which defeats an express provision 
of that instrument. Such is the ef- 
fect of the construction contended 
for. We have eight of the Judges 
instead of six elected at one time and 
may have had nine or ten or the 
whole twelve according to the result 
of accidents. 

To preserve these two equal classes 
and to have an election for six of the 
Judges of the Superior Court, held 
every four years, it is necessary to 
modify the additional words sugges- 
ted, so as to make the sentence read, 
“until the next regular election for 
Judges of the class in which a va- 
cancy has occurred.”’ 

This construction, which we 
adopt reference to all ju- 
dicial officers, may be express- 
ed by the use ofa very short ellipsis, 
so as to make the section read: **The 
opposites shall hold their places until 
the next regular election jor the office 
in which a vacancy has occurred.”’ 

This conclusion makes everything 
fit and there is no ‘‘jar’’ or disloca- 
tion of any part of the instrument. 

In one case the office which had 
become vacant, belongs to the sec- 
ond class, to wit: that of the Judges 
to whom was allotted a full term ; it 
follows, that the regular election for 
the office is not to be held until 1878, 
at which time the terms of the Judges 
of the second class expires ; that the 
act of the General Assembly, under 
the Constitution, which attempts to 
hasten the time for the election 
ofa Judge of the 8th District, violates 
the Constitution. 


It was urged on the argument, | 
intee 


“by this construction the ap 
of the Governor may hold office, as 
in this instance, for many years, 
whereas the general policy of tie 
Constitution is to have frequent elec- 
tions.’’ Itis ‘‘not ours’’ to conjecture 
the considerations which causeda 
provision by which the appointee 
to fill the office of Judge in case of a 
vacancy holds until the next regular 
election for the office, or for the want 
of a provision by which a vacancy in 
the office of a Judge of the Superior 
Court can be filled by an election of 
the pecple. Suffice it, there is no 
such provision. The term of office 
for a Judge elected by the people is 
fixed at eight years, and there is no 
provision for filling a vacancy by an 
election. As another objection to 
this construction, it was urged, other 
parts of the Constitution, to wit: 
sec. 30, 34 of the same article IV, 
‘‘judicial depar’mens”’ in providing 
for filling vacancies use the words 
‘for the unexpired term,’’ and if the 
words, .‘‘until the next regular elec- 
tion’’ are to have the same meaning, 
why were not the same words used ? 

The objection is plausible, but the 
reply is: the Constitution cannot be 
he‘dup as a model of precision in 
language, and the duty of the Court 
is to declare the meaning, whether it 
be expressed in one set of words or in 
other equivalent words—for illustra- 
tion, section 30, ‘‘in case of a vacancy 
existing for any cause,’’ &¢.; section 
34, ‘‘when the office shall become va- 
cant ;’’ here the same meaning is ex- 
pressed in different words, so the use 
of different equivalent words does 
not include the construction that the 
same meaning was intended. 

But allowing that the change of 
words is an objection to the constitu- 
tion adopted, it is weighed down by 
the fact that any other constitution 
would nullify and put at naught the 
provision by which the judges of the 
Superior Courts are divided into two 
classes, and by the further fact that 
should the judge of a district having 
at the outset the long term be elect- 
ed at the time that the judges of the 
other class are elected, the question 
will arise, does this judge elected out 
of his class hold for eight years, or 
only for the unexpired part of the 
term? If the former,tie classification 
is entirely destroyed; if the latter, 
the classification is restored in that 
instance, but is open to other distur- 
bances occurring by vacancies, and 
we have the anomily of a judge elec- 
ted by the people to fill a vacancy for 
four years or other less time, which 
is in conflict with the provision that 
the term of office shall be eight years. 
There is this further objection: the 
election of a judge out of his class 
may come on unexpectedly, as if a 
judge out of the class dies or resigns, 
say twenty days before the regular 
election for judges of the other class, 
there will be no reasonable time for 
making a selection of candidates, but 
the election must be made, or the dis- 
trict will have no judge. The fact that 
this contingency is not provided for, 
shows it was not the intention to 
have an election by the — to fill 
a vacancy in the office of judge. This 
conclusion is put beyond all doubt, 
by reference to other parts of thecon- 
stitution by which provision is made 
in 30 many words for the election of 
other less important officers, to fill 
vacancies that occur more than thir- 
ty days before a general election for 
such offices. Ifthe election comes off 
within thirty days after the vacancy, 
the appointee of the Governor is to 
hold until the next general election, 
art 3, sec. 13. No provision of the kind 
is made in respect to an election to 
fill a vacancy for the office of ajudge 
out of his class; thus we are forced 
to the conclusion that no election of 
a poe e out of the class was contem- 
plated. We declare our opinion to be 
that the defendant, Thomas J. 
Wilson, is not entitled to the office 
of judge of the 8th Judicial District, 
and that the relator, J. M. Cloud, is 
entitled to the office. 

There is error. Judgment below 
reversed. Let judgment be entered 
according to this opinion.
